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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 4-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over the admitted prior art as set forth in the passage bridging pages 3 and 4 of the 
specification essentially for reasons of record noting the following. Applicant has 
admitted that most of claim 2 is known in the art except the aspect of allowing the air to 
flow through a lid with an opening, wherein an intake would be narrowed. However, this 
is maintained as being obvious as the claim stands and would possibly amount to no 
more than the arrangement of the intake parts necessary to direct the flow of air onto 
the disk. Applicant has recited that the intake is narrowed, but "narrowed" over what? 
Presumably, this means narrowed over what the intake would be if no lid were present. 
However, it is submitted that such an arrangement fails to patentably define over the 
prior art. Namely, dependent on how the intake is set up, one of ordinary skill in this art 
would have narrowed the intake over what it would have been if no lid were present 
merely by using different equipment, and such equipment would have encompassed or 
have been readable on the instant "lid". 

2.Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Upon reconsideration, the art rejection has been reapplied and it is submitted that such 
is viable against the claims as currently drafted. Claim 2 would be made allowable upon 
the insertion of a clause pointing out the problem of non-uniform drying that existed in 
the prior art with large intake openings and how the instant lid with a narrowed intake 
solves this problem-eg, -whereby the lid allows clean air to flow toward the entire 
surface of the recording layer substantially uniformly to allow the recording layer to be 
dried uniformly and produce a uniform thickness for the recording layer-. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The art cited on the accompanying 892 form deals with obtaining 
a uniform thickness of a recording layer as it is dried.
